HOW SCILLY GROWS DAFFODILS. 


Half the Islands are Gorgeous with Gold and White 
Blossoms, 


Ir is expected that some six hundred tons of daffo- 
dile and narcissi will have been exported from the 
Scilly Isl, during the season now drawing to s 
close. Of these about four hundred tons will have 
been dispatched from the island of St. Mary’s slonc. 

As a ton of flowers usually comprises about two 
hundred and twenty huge boxes, cach of which con- 
tains some hundreds of beautiful specimens, it is easy 
to understand how millions and millions of fragrant 
blossoms make a journey from the soil of sunny Scilly 
to the flower-vases of admirers in every city and town 
in the United Kingdom. 

That says a lot for the popularity of the daffodi! 
and narcissus, but it also emphasises the fact that 
the Scilly Islands havo defeated the Dutch and 

jan flower-growers, and have secured a monopoly 
to themselves of these favourite flowers. Nine-tenths 
of the flowers you seo in the streets have come from 
sunny Scilly.

A surprising fcature of Scilly’s remarkable flower 
ined trade is 


that little more than twenty years ago 
scarcely # daffodil was sent to the markets. They 
owe their present prosperity very largely to a Mr. 
Smith, at that time their representative in Parlia- 
ment. The Scillonians were in deep distress through 
icultural depression, and especially by tho failure 
of succewive potato crops. Mr. Smith, anxious for 
the welfare of the farmers, suggested that they should 
take up the growing of daffodils and narcissi. These 
grew so abundantly and luxuriantly in the islande 
that the Scillonians put no value on them. 

At last one farmer sent a quel of the flowers 
to Covent Garden market. ey arrived just one 
month before the Dutch and Belgian growers, who 
had a completo monopoly of the markets, could send 
on their blooms, and the Scilly Islands spicimens 
were also al finer. 

The enterprising farmer received a prico for his 
flowers that was more than double the amount he had 
expected, Covent Garden clamoured for more. 
The news spread like wildfire round the islands. The 
following year almost every sent boxes of the 
favourite flowers to the markets. They sold instantly. 
From that time the cultivation of daffodils and nar-

Most of us know of inexpen- 
sive little country inns, or seaside rooms, where the 
landlady does not overcharge. But some holday- 
makers beat all records in the amount of enjoyment 
which they get out of very small sums of money. 

Fancy, for instance, @ four months’ for 
Haley gr td shillings! It sounds incredible, unless, 
indeed, the holiday-maker ship fore the mast, 
in which case certainly very little holiday would have 
been his. 

But this ingenious tourist, by name Nordin, who 
enjoyed himself on eighteenpence & week, went in his 
own vessel. This was a canoe, and in it Mons. Nordin 
travelled from Stockholm to Paris, making his way 
through canals and over arms of the sea. Leaving 
on August 10th, he arrived in Paris on December 10th. 
During the whole journ he had slept every night in 
his canoe, and lived entirely on bread and fruit. 
He had gained weight, and was the picture of health.
